Plague Threat Seen

LONDON 
(U PI) 
— 
Influential scientists are 
expessing increasing alarm 
about the danger of genetic 
experiments unleashing a 
global plague as perilous to 
mankind as nuclear war. 
In recent months, scien­ 
tific groups in Britain and 
the United States have 
warned of the threat 
of 
genetic experiments aimed 
at changing the structure of 
bacteria. 
In the United States, ll 
em inent 
biologists 
tem ­ 
p orarily suspended their 
more dangerous research in 
July. The National Academy 
of Sciences urged scientists 
everywhere to halt work on 
genetic engineering. 
In Britain, the Medical 
Research Council has called 
for a temporary halt in all 
efforts 'to 
change 
the 
character of bacteria until 


the risks are known. 
The British government 
asked Lord Ashby, a distin­ 
guished scientist, to head an 
inquiry into the dangers of 
genetic experim ents with 
bacteria. 
Sir 
John 
Kendrew, 
president of the B ritish 
A ssociation 
for 
the 
A dvancem ent of Science, 
said last Tuesday the experi­ 
m ents could accidentally 
touch off a sharp increase in 
cancer around the world. 
“ One 
could 
im agine 
cancer-producing 
genes, 
inadvertently introduced 
into this bacterium, being by 
a c c i d e n t 
w i d e l y 
disseminated and perhaps 
by one route or another 
increasing the incidence of 
cancer in human beings,” he 
said. 
Sir John criticized 
the 
cloak 
of 
secrecy 
around 
genetic experim ents and 


called for an international 
panel 
of 
scientists 
to 
examine research findings. 
“ The consequences of 
developm ents in nuclear 
physics w ere easier 
to 
predict in 1939 than are the 
possible consequences of 
gene transfer in 1974,” he 
said. 
A group 
of scien tists 
worried about the dangers of 
genetic engineering has 
announced plans for an 
international 
conference 
Feb. 23-27 at Pacific Grove, 
Calif. 
The concerned scientists 
fear the genetic experiments 
might lead to the accidental 
developm ent 
of 
hybrid 
bacteria immune to body 
defenses. 
The experiments involve 
splicing together genetic 
codes —chains of protein 
m o le c u le s 
d e te rm in in g 
development.

Congressman Collins...Person to Person 


Inflation was the basic issue of concern Tuesday at Congressman Jim 
Collin’s town hall m eeting in Plano. After answering general questions from 
the audience, Collin spent at least five minutes speaking privately to each 
constituent. He said meetings of this type give local residents an opportunity 
to discuss personal as well as political problems with him. Collins noted that 
the U.S. is in a transition from a war to a peace-time economy and that “ we 
simply cannot do everything for everyone that we want to.” He added that 
most of the people he’s spoken to seem to realize that excessive government 


spending must be held partially responsible for inflation. He said he favors 
cutting most federally-funded programs back to only capital projects such 
as constructing Lavor Reservoir or improving central expressway. “When 
the governments spends money to subsidize current operation,” he said, 
we are not accomplishing much and, in fact, we are moving civilization 
backward." Collins has scheduled another town hall meeting in Richardson 
Thursday night at 7 :30 p.m. in Fritz Park located at Hillcrest and Belt Line.

Jr. as commander of allied 
forces in Europe, sources 
said today.

said it would be “logical” for 
Haig, a four star general 
with a wide backround in 
foreign affairs, to replace 
Gen. Andrew Goodpaster as 
the European allied com­ 
m ander. t 
In Brussels, Dutch govern­ 
ment sources said the U.S. 
State Department told the 
Netherlands and other allied 
nations last Friday that Ford 
intends to nominate Haig as 
Supreme Allied Commander 
in Europe and commander 
of the 300,000 U.S. troops 
based in Europe. 
The sources said Dutch 
Foreign Minister Max van 
der Stoel opposes the ap­ 
pointment because of Haig’s 
long association with former 
President Nixon, and has 
begun sounding out his 
E uropean allies on 
the 
possibility of joint opposition 
to it.

A verbal clash erupted 
between Justice of the Peace 
John McVeigh of Melissa 
and Constable Grady Mills

able to restore the peace. 
The battle began when 
Judge McVeigh complained 
to commissioners that Mills 
was 
assessing 
fin e s- 
something only a judge can 
do. Charging that Mills was 
abusing his office, McVeigh 
insisted the commissioners 
do something about it. 
Constable Mills countered 
by saying that McKinney 
Justice of the Peace Jack 
Cope gave him authority to 


assess fines in Judge Cope’s 
absence, and that when he 
assessed a fine on a speeding 
ticket recently, he didn’t 
know the offense had oc­ 
cu rred 
in 
M cVeigh’s 
precinct. 
Accusations then began to 
fly between McVeigh and 
Mills, and at one point, 
Judge Proctor interrupted to 
tell 
McVeigh, 
“ You 
shouldn’t have brought this 
to the commissioners court. 
You should have taken it to

Lone Star Asks 
Second Increase 


DALLAS (UPI) — Lone Star Gas Co., which received a 
rate increase last week from the Texas Railroad Com­ 
mission, now is asking the commission for another increase. 
“We waited well over a year for the increase that was 
given us last week,” Bob Arnold, a spokesman for Lone Star 
Gas, said. “Actually, since May, 1973, when we last gave the 
Railroad Commission numbers indicating how much we pay 
for natural gas, our costs have gone up much more than 
anyone could have forecast.” 
Lone Star’s new request is for an increase in the “city gate 
rate” of gas from 55.31 cents a thousand cubic feet to 63.87 
cents. 
This figures out to about 75 cents a month for a homeowner 
who uses 90,000 cubic feet of gas a year. The increase last 
week increased the homeowner’s bill 60 cents a month. 
The new requested increase would apply to about a million 
gas users in 450 towns and cities.

1967 was denied a seat in the 
House because of antiwar 
statements.

Food stuck to a skillet can 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
hero at B astogne, com ­ 
mander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam and finally Army 
chief of staff, died early 
today. He was 59. 
He had been listed as 
“very 
seriously 
ill,” 
the 
Army’s designation for the 
most grave of conditions, for 
the three days after suf­ 
fering complications from 
the removal of his left lung 
June 6. 
The Army said he died at 
12:35 a m. EDT at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center 
from 
“complications 
that 
developed 
during 
the 
recovery 
from 
surgical 
rem oval of a cancerous 
lu n g ” 
A bram s had recovered 
well 
enough 
from 
the 
surgery to return to work at 
the Pentagon, but he re­ 
entered the hospital Aug. 17 
complaining of shortness of 
breath. 


Doctors 
diagnosed 
an 
irregular heart , rhythm and 
discovered blood clots in his 
right leg and right lung. 
Doctors said Tuesday his 
heart had been weakened by 
having to pump blood past 
the lung clot. 


Abram s’ wife, the former 
Julie Harvey, and members 
of his family were at the 
bedside when he died. 
Abrams, a general for IO 


years, will be buried at 
A r l i n g t o n 
N a t i o n a l 
C e m e t e r y . 
F u n e r a l 
arrangem ents were to be 
announced later in the day. 
Abrams, who commanded 
all U.S. troops in Vietnam 
from 1968 to 1972 before 
being named chief of staff by 
form er P resident Nixon, 
becam e an officer upon 
graduation from West Point 
in 1936. 
He commanded the lead 
battalion of Gen. George S. 
P a tto n ’s 
Third 
Arm y 
relieving beseiged troops at 
Bastogne during World War 


II. 
In the 1960s he led federal 
troops sent to Alabama and 
Mississippi to quell civil 
rights disorders. 
‘‘The 
Arm y 
and 
the 
country have lost one of our 
great m ilitary leaders of 
modern tim es,” said Army 
S ecretary 
Howard 
H. 
Callaway. “Abe leaves to us 
all 
a 
rich 
legacy 
of 
achievem ents 
and 
has 
pointed the way for the 
Army in the years to come.”

-Sewing in labels or otherwise 
marking them helps. 
Encourage independence. 
“Expect him to get along 
without you for short in­ 
tervals,’’ says Dr. Laura L. 
Dittman, professor at the 
Institute for Child Study at 
the University of Maryland. 
“ If he hasn’t had nursery 
school, 
give 
him 
some 
practice 
by 
exchanging 
children with 
a neighbor 
from time to time. Sunday 
school also can give a child a 
pleasant introduction to a 
teacher.” 
Crossing streets correctly 
is a basic skill, a five-year- 
old should have, but lessons 
need to begin a year earlier. 
Four 
to 
six 
practice 
sessions should be enough, 
lessons which teach crossing 
at crosswalks and how to 
wait at traffic lights, what 
the 
lights 
mean, 
etc. 
Actually going to the traffic 
area of the school and using 
the crossing guards is an 
excellent lesson too. 


Lessons taught without 
pressure and with gentle 
encouragement are best.

If they teach these lessons 
verbally and later are ob­ 
served by Joey or Lucy in 
disobeying 
those

standards, such as safety 
laws, then another kind of a 
lesson is absorbed. 
Listening 
and

simple instructions are skills 
necessary to education, and 
when parents teach them to 
their children at three and 
four, the youngsters are way 
ahead when they get inside 
the classroom. 
Parents are a child's first 
teachers, and lessons begin 
as soon as they get baby 
home 
from 
the 
hospital. 
When parents become more 
conscious of the process, 
they can help their child 
immeasurably. 
“ As you encourage and 
helpfully 
answer 
his 


questions, you give him 
background for learning at 
school,” says Dr. Dittman. 
“You sharpen his powers of 
observation by pointing out 
the 
differences 
and 
similarities in animals and 
plants, cars and trucks.” 
“You have read to him and 
talked about books, and the 
TV programs he sees,” she 
says. 
“ You 
travel -not 
necessarily 
beyond 
the 
limits of your own town-but 
freely and fully within it,” 
pointing out things of in­ 
terest wherever you can 
Children are naturally 
curious about themselves, 
the world they live in and 
other people. Encouraging 
that curiosity and supplying 
simplified 
answers 
which 
relate to a child's level of 
understanding can help give 
a youngster an unquen­ 
chable thirst for knowledge 
that could last a lifetime.

History Recalled

Coliin

Courthouse, alw ays the hub 
of the activities of the county 
was one of the first things 
erected after McKinney was 
m ade County Seat of Collin 
County, (May 3,1848 the first 
store building was hauled to 
the new site). 
Collin County’s first Court 
House was a crude shanty 
m ade of rough pine boards 
freig h ted from Je fferso n 
pineries. It w as covered with 
crude slabs cut and m ade on 
E ast Fork. This two room 
structure stood on the south­ 
west corner of the square 
and here the first county

Happy over the progress 
being m ade in building the 
new county seat, a festive 
Christm as Ball as held in 
1849 in the two-room shanty 
that was the court house. Alf 
Chandler and Lucy Baccus 
led the grand m arch. Pits 
were dug where the cour­ 
thouse now stands and a two 
day barbecue was held for 
all the people of the county.

festivities. Beef, deer, and 
wild turkey were roasting 
over the pits for the entire 
tim e. A big tent was put up at 
the site of the present court

T his first co u rt house 
served the citizens of Collin 
County until 1857 when it was 
dragged by 18 oxen to the’ 
site of the present jail to 
m ake way for new buildings 
on the square. The new court 
house was built on the center 
of the square and was a 
rickety two-story structure, 
with offices on the second 
floor.

In 1875 the 
foundation for the present 
building was m ade. The old

George W atts for $60 and he 
moved it to his mill on E ast 
Greenville Street. 
When the new building was 
com pleted in 1876 it towered 
above everything in the little 
town of McKinney. It was the 
most magnificent building. 
To celebrate a party was 
held in the present D istrict 
co u rt 
room , then 
m uch 
larger than now since none 
of the present offices had 
been built. Eight long tables 
borrowed from the hotels 
w ere set up on the lower 
floor. Unbleached dom estic 
rolled from bolts given by 
Abe Rhine and R M. Board 
covered the long table that 
went all the way across the 
lower floor. The tables were 
heaped with food cooked by 
the women of the county and 
Capt. Ben Johnson of the 
Johnson Hotel presided over 
the tables. 
The courthouse was ablaze 
with lights, as ablaze as they 
could be with coal oil lam ps 
ev e ry w h e re . 
R u d o lp h ’s 
S ilv er C ornet B and w as 
playing upstairs where the 
District Judge’s bench is. 
From all the ceilings hung 
fe stiv e C hinese la n te rn s 
donated by Jesse Shain, L D . 
Newsome and the

brothers. Long planks had 
been placed on beer kegs all 
around the walls. 
But it was a dark, rainy, 
dism al night outside, Since it 
had rained several days the

Plem - 
mons hack ran all evening 
from South Chestnut S tre e t- 
then the fashionable part of 
town. Even the little hacks 
had to have four horses to 


pull through the m ire. The 
planks soon sank in the mud 
and Shain’s hack carried the 
people from the sidewalk to 
the door. 
U pstairs 
the band

The Blue Danube Waltz. The 
elite from the entire county 
were there, as well as from 
o th e r

Secretary of State cam e on a 
special railroad car.

the pay raise from Oct. I to 
Jan. I. The action, which 
effects white collar and 
m ilitary workers, would 
save the government $700 
million.

Morning News, predicted a 
tight congressional fight 
over the pay raise deferral. 
“ I think it’s going to be 
very close, frankly,” Griffin 
said.

a pay raise. But I think 
everybody’s got to sacrifice, 
not just the housewife who 
goes to the grocery store, if 
we’re going to really lick 
inflation.”

Mansfield said tax reform 
and health insurance bills 
are all but dead for this year 
but Congress should stand

I cup freshly squeezed orange juice 
Combine crum bs, one third cup sugar and butter. P ress 
into bottom of IO inch springform pan. Beat cream cheese 
until smooth. Combine :t4 cub sugar, flour and cornstarch; 
add to cream cheese with vanilla. Beat until fluffy. Add egg 
yolks, one at a tim e, beating well after each addition. Beat in 
orange juice. Beat egg whites until stiff but not dry. Fold 
gently into cream cheese m ixture. 
Pour into crum b-lined pan. Bake in preheated 350 degree 
oven for 45 m inutes. Turn oven off and let cake stand in oven 
I hour. Remove. Spread with Sour Cream Topping. 
Refrigerate several hours or overnight. To serve, loosen 
crust with thin-blade knife, then rem ove side of springform 
pan. Yield: 16-20 servings. (Will keep a long tim e.) 


Snowy Cheese Mold 


With Strawberry Sauce 


(A popular pair, fruit and cheese, star in this sum m ery 
treat. P rep are the nu Id-flavored Snowy Cheese Mold and 
tangy straw berry sauce the day before; then relax until 
serving tim e. Glazed Sesam e Crisp adds a touch of sw eet­ 
ness and a crunch cracker texture as an accom panim ent. 


4 cups (about two pounds) cream ed cottage cheese, small 
curd. 
I cup dairy sour cream 
1 i cup confectioners sugar 
'n tsp. salt 
I envelope unflavored gelatin 


12 cup milk 
Straw berry Sauce 
Glazed Sesam e Crisp 


Place Cottage cheese in electric blender about one cup at a 
time and blend at m edium speed until smooth, or force 
through a sieve. C ombine in mixing bowl with sour cream , 
sugar and salt. Soften gelatin in milk in lop of double boiler; 
then stir over sim m ering w ater until dissolved. Add to 
cheese m ixture and blend well. Pour into 5 cup mold which 
has been rinsed with cold water. Chill overnight. Unmold 
onto serving plate Serve cold with chilled Straw berry Sauce 
and Glazed Sesam e Crisp. Yield leone half cup servings. 


Strawberry Sauce 


'i cup granulated sugar 
2 Tbsp, cornstarch 


4 cup orange juice 


1 1 cup lemon juice 
I Tbps, lemon rind, grated and I pint fresh or frozen 
straw berries cleaned and diced. 


Combine sugar and cornstarch in sm all saucepan. Stir in 
juices and cook, stirring constantly, over medium-low heat 
until thickened. Remove from heat; stir in lemon rind and 
straw berries. Chill. Makes about 2 4 cups sauce. 


Jellied Peach Dessert 


I package (3 ounces) lemon flavor gelatin 
I Tbsp, lemon juices 
I package (2 ounces) whipped topping prepared mix 
1 cup diced peeled fresh peaches or drained frozen peaches 
8 inch graham cracker crust 
Sweetened fresh peach slices 
Dissolve gelatin in I cup boiling w ater. Chill over ice until 
consistency of unbeaten egg white. Add lemon juice, then 
whip into prepared whipped topping. Fold in diced peaches. 
Stir over ice until m ixture mounds when dropped from 
spoon. Pour into crust or individual sherbet dishes. Chill 
several hours. Serve with peach slices if desired. Makes 6-8 
servings. 
Yellow Chiffon Cake

' 2 cup oil 
4 egg yolks 


•*4 cup cold w ater 
I >2 teaspoons vanilla 
2 cups unsifted cake flour 
112 cups sugar 
2 ' 2 teaspoons double-acting baking powder 
I teaspoon salt 
4 egg whites 
' J teaspoon cream of ta rtar 


Preheat oven to 350 degree F. (m oderate). 
Place oil, unbeaten egg yolks, cold w ater, and vanilla in 
mixing bowl, and mix well. Mix dry ingredients thoroughly 
and add to liquid m ixture. Beat until smooth. 
Pour egg whites into large mixing bowl. Add cream of 
tarter. Beat until very stiff peaks are formed. Fold egg yolk 
m ixture gently into egg white m ixture. 
Pour batter im m ediately into an ungreased 10-inch tube 
pan. Bake about IU hours, or until top is springy to touch. 
Invert cake in pan until cool. Serve plain or topped with a 
lemon or chocolate glaze. 
This 10-inch cake can be cut into 15 pieces, about 215 
calories each 


Chiffon Cake 


2 and One third cups sifted cake flour 
3 tsp. baking powder 
I and One third cups sugar 


>2 tsp. salt 
4 cup vegetable oil 


;,4 cup w ater 
I Tbsp, instant coffee in powder form 


12 tsp. cream of ta rta r 
5 egg yolks 
1 cup (7-8) egg whites 


Sift flour, I cup of the sugar, baking powder and salt into a 
medium size bowl. Make a well and add in order: oil, egg 
yolks, w ater and coffee; beat with a spoon until smooth. 
Beat egg whites and cream of ta rta r in large bowl with 
electric m ixer until foamy-white and double in volume. Beat 
in rem aining One third cup sugar, I tbsp, a t a tim e, until 
m eringue stands in firm peaks. 
G radually pour egg yolk m ixture over beaten whites, 
gently folding in until no streaks of white rem ain. Spoon into 
ungreased IO inche tube pan. 
Bake in slow oven I hour and IO m inutes at (325 degrees) 
or until top springs back when lightly pressed with fingertip. 
Invert pan, placing tube over a q uart size soft drink bottle, 
let cake cool com pletely. When cool, loosen cake around 
edge and tube and down sides with a spatula. Cover pan with 
serving plate; turn upside down; shake gently; lift off pan. 
Drizzle Mocha Glaze over top of cake, letting it run down the 
side. 
Mocha Glaze 


2 Tbsp. butter or m argarine 
2 squares (I ounce each) unsweetened chocolate 
I tsp. instant coffee powder 
'n tsp. ground cinnam on 
1 cup sifted confectioners sugar 
2 Tbsp. hot w ater 


Melt butter w ith chocolate in a sm all heavy saucepan over 
very low heat; stir until blended. 
Remove m ixture from heat; stir in coffee and the cin­ 
namon. Add sugar alternately with hot w ater, beating until 
smooth. 


Blender Choco-Orange Mousse 


(Quick, easy and yum m y) 


1 tsp. grated orange rind 
4 cup packed light-brown sugar 
2 egg yolks 
2 eggs 
6 squares s<- li-sweet chocolate, m elted and cooled 
3 Tbsp, orange juice 
I cup heavy cream 


Combine first four ingredients in blender and whirl until 
light and foam y. Add next three ingredients. Continue 
blending until well mixed. Four into sm all individual serving 
dishes and chill until set. 
Garnish with a whirl of whipped cream and a piece of 
orange peel. 


Chocolake Bavarian Cream 


I envelope unflavored gelatin 
I cup milk 
4 eggs separated 
'4 cup sugar 
Va tsp. salt 
I ounce unsw eetened chocolate, m elted 
Vi cup milk-chocolate pieces, m elted 
V2 cup m ini-sem isweet chocolate pieces 
I cup heavy cream , whipped 
canned sliced peaches or pears, drained (optional) 


Soften gelatin in the milk in top part of double boiler. Add 
beaten egg yolk, sugar and salt. Cook over sim m ering w ater 
stirring until smooth and thickened. Add melted chocolate 
and vanilla. Cool, stirring occasionally, until slightly 
thickened. 
Meanwhile beat egg whites until stiff, then fold with cream 
into chocolate m ixture. Blend in mini chocolate pieces. 
Rinse a 1 4 q uart mold with cold w ater or brash lightly with 
vegetable oil. 
Four m ixture into mold and chill at least four hours. 
Unmold and serve with fruit if desired Makes 6-8 servings. 


Chocolate Chiffon Pie 


I envelope unflavored gelatin 
sugar 
I I tsp. salt 
1 cup milk 
2 ounces unsw eetened chocolate 
4 eggs, separated 
I tsp. vanilla ex tract 
Bake 9 inch pie shell 
Sweetened whipped cream 
Chocolate syrup 


In top part of sm all double boiler, mix gelatin, 2 Tbsp, 
sugar and the salt. Add milk and chocolate and put over 
sim m ering w ater. Stir until chocolate melts, then beat with 
rotary beater until blended. B eat egg yolks and 2 Tbsp. 
sugar together. Stir in small am ount of hot m ixture, then stir 
back into double boiler. Cook, stirring until thickened Cool, 
stirring occasionally, then add vanilla. 


Beat egg w hites until foamy. G radually add 4 cup sugar 
beating until stiff but not dry. Fold into gelatin m ixture and 
pile lightly into pie shell. Chill until firm . Top with whipped 
cream , and drizzle with chocolate syrup if desired.
